water craft had originally been respectively ap- 
plied to the stemn-whoel, She ^team-pump, and 
perhaps other simple devices, all of which in 
Iheir day, have, been lixwely accredited as 
Rlcam-Ccnf/HiO-boals, giving rise to mil11!! dis- 
pute and litigation, on (he pail of respective, 
claimant.* as Inventors of the steamboat, and 
.some .controvertiid claim-t and assumptions as 
to its having u French, English, or American 
origination.

c.nrri.-Kjes and .strain vessels,) I hat in 180-1, bciiu? 
desirous of ta"kint; his'iHu-k-drcilging machine, 
the •• Kruetor Anip"iih('lus," fi-<nn Ihe l)i'!a\*aie 
to the Sehujlkill, it mile a'ld a-half across Mi" 
bind, lalhe'r ;han low il around by the junction, 
attached wooden wheels tbeiclo, shifted the 
working-power, and propelled it over by steam.

At .thy ontM'l of experiments- in fhK diriv- 


tion, *<> little was known of the win-king prin- 
ciples of a j-team 'Piifmo, espei-i.illy in (his 
country, I bat it is not singular .so much conten- 
tion and'litigation should have aiiscn on (he 
jart of (he respect ho aspii.-ints ehiimh'i; io be 
originators of (be Ktr,imhon<. Ilciu-e the facts 
co'.mecled with this theme ircrr curious and in- 
tricate of investigation—certainly »HII iiiteresl- 
ing. Perhaps the carlie-.t. d.i'a cf the appliance 
of mechanical force (oilier than steam and be- 
fore thai motor was understood,) wa-i in an- 
cient Ikoman times, figured by Basle in I.VvJ, 
recently shown in ll'irpcrti1 .'./«j/ci:iar, it being 
a Tfurhoa'j pi-opclled with oxen turning paddle 
wheels; (hen the experiments in England iu 
ir>78, l*y llourne; in IOJ10, by David IJ.mi- 
sey; in 10:V2, by Thomas C.rant: in 1037, 
by Thomas Lin; in UMO, by Edward Ford.— 
Nois<M>f*4h«»fl «outi'iv!iMcc,s seem to-have had 
any special chunks heyoud their mere novc'ly, 
Itoing simply for wot king a boat by hand; but 
I cannot pass them by umiotii-ed, for unques- 
tionably'they stand worthy of note as primary 
stcjKi toward the grand culmination of me-.'hnn- 
J.-al navigation wifh which mankind arc favored 
to-day. It is of record, that these simple designs 
led one Thomas Twogoo.l of England, in 108'-', 
to conceive and construct the first horse-bo.it 
prr,i>ellc,d by paddles and wheels—which was 
succeeded by one, constructed by Dr. John 
All$n in 1730. It seems curious (should we 
not be in error,) that no further advancement 
was rauita in England until 1788. when William 
Symington, who had been for some time 
rimentiug upon the coiHtruction of a 
craft, produced his lirst boat, which, however, 
was not biouyht into successful working order 
until l!>01. And here, al this prior date (1"SS) 


duel ion being a machine of aboyt fair value. 
in ellkicney with the above last noticed e.xperi- 
uicnlcr. This affair was moved with "setting- 
poles" mechanically adjusted, and impelled by 
a steam pump for his en/y/ur. 


Tlie uninformed reader must not jump to 


the conclusion that the original working steam- 
er of 17R7-8 is in any way likened by our steam 
craft of to-day. Quite the contrary.

Fitch's first experimental boat, built at Phila- 
delphia in 1780, was calculated for a 12-inch 
cylinder engine, i!0 strokes of the piston lo the 
minute, giving the "axletreo" (18 inches dia- 
meter,) about, -10 revolutions, by which 12 oars 
wens to be. operated, alternately six in and six 
out of water: boat, '15 feet long, 12 ft. beam.— 
This affair was so defective 'that it had to be 
abandoned; but in 1788 it was taken apart, re- 
modeled, and reproduced with a hull (15 feet 
long, 8 f\. beam. This change was speedily 
effected,' and in the summer of the same year 
sucres-sful trips were made on the Delaware 
between Philadelphia and Il-u-lingUm. On (he 
12th of Oct., 17^8, the steamer, (now styled tho 
Perseverance,) carried "0 passengers lo IJniTmg- 
ton in throe hours and 10 minutes, with a tide 
that .set at tlie rale, of two miles an hour. 
Tho 


usii'd time made, however, was not .satisfactory 
to the energetic, projector of the boat, whn 
doubled not of eventually attaining to a speed 
of 7 or 8 miles an hour; and subsequently, 
some fiirfher improvements being made in th<; 
working apparatus, the boat was made to ac- 
complish, in the summer of I7UO, just, eight 
miles an hour. Fitch was now jubilant, ani 
uttered thew golden, disconsolate, prophetic, 
words: "Thushas been euectcd by liltle Jonnj 
Filch Jind Harry Yoight [builder of the engine"

roi'iilry i/w.s not tltunk me fur It; and yet i 
gives me heartfelt satisfaction 1" 


The Perseverance now made regular trip's t< 


P.iirlinglon, Bristol, IJordentown and Trenton 
on Ihe upper Delaware, and on alternate, day 
down to Chesler and AVilmingfoii—the genera 
average, speed, however, being (Ji to 7i mile 
per hour. 


We now come np with and scan (he role o 


the last and most successful claimant to 
honor of intrntor of the steamboat, Hober 
Fulton. His first boat, (he ('lermont, was pu 
in motion on the Hudson in 180:1, fomtee 
yc.irs after the successful trips of (he. Perse 
veraiice on the Delaware, ami occupied 32 hour 
in noing 100 miles, or about -(? miles per hour 
hut. Fid'on had not learned in believe a boa 
could be propelled by sliuin (lo use. his o\v'i 
wmd.-),) "more (ban live miles an hour in dm 
w-iter.''

claimant, and I **ill close this hurried sketch. 
Uitrini,' Fitch's experimental earoer, lie, eom- 
mitled lo tho custody of Daniel Vailf consul 
al I/Orient, F'ian<'O, his plans and .specified!Ions, 
with the desire of eliciting a French interesl in 
hi-, ])rojc':t. Fulton, **ho np to (he jca.r 17So 
bud pursued his avocation in Philadelphia as a 
m.niature-painler, took passage to France, and 
the-iee ttcnt to England, While at I/Orienl, 
very friendly visit.V.ions sprang up at Jfr. Y.'s, 
so nmdi •">, that he was jicrmitleil unlimited 
ae jess to Fitch's explanatory draf's-.—And also 
while in England, he was fortunalp enough to 
hf jiresent and on board at .the trial trip of 
S\ min.utou's boai on the Forth and Olycli1 canal, 
when she made a speed of six miles an hour 
in btill water. And again—Edmund, .son of 
Dr. Cart*1,right, (mentioned in the outset of 
this account,) wrote in the Gentleman's .Maga- 
y.ine, (London, Fab., IfcCW,) thai in 179!) his 
father became acquainted- with Fulton, while 
in England, '-to whom he ga*e the plan or 
nvxlel of his steamboat.1' Thus freif/hh-d, he 
produced his "original!" model as a '• triumph' 
of Ilia success" in 180:1.

It contributes to 
nir wants, our pleasures, our necessities, our 
ntercsts, our progress, ' our development, our 
Novation, am! our pursuit of happiness.

sustains the freest reciprocity, for( by it we may 


he as well as gain. We may he bcncfactois 
is well ius.i'eeipienls, Its ,nscs seem endless in 
(heir variety, and cxhauMless in their diversity. 
We have but, to contemplate for a single mo- 
ment in order to discover the largo space, it fills 
in the boundless realm of life.

While the power of speech claims our wonder, 


Ihe ail of speech commands our praise. Fe\v 
people know how to talk well. It may be a 
consolation lo many of us to know that the 
company of indifferent talkers is so numerous. 


We are told that "speech i.s silver and silence 
gold." 
Perhaps this shining bit of wisdom, 


which g'mglcs pleasantly on (he car, never would 
have been uttered had the standard of speech 
been higher than it is. JL imagine that it was 
only invented as a needed hint to the poor and 
trashy talkers, or those who talk out of season 
and out of reason. In reality it is more figu- 
rative than true. 
No doubt there i.s much 


speech (hat i.s deplorably worthle.su, and would 
not rate higher than the ver.v bases!, metal, but 
**ise, instructive and dclighl fill _ speech' should 
be cilimalcd like pcails and rubies. 


Talk .should be timely and proper as well as 


rational and pleasing. It should be reasonable 
in quantity as well as excellent in quality 
'• Whoso can speak well," said Luther, " is ; 
man." 
Incessant loquacity is an oppressive 


nuisance, while eternal muteness is no less op- 
pressive. 
Often in little gallic rings where peo- 


ple aie not freely acquainted enough to disne 
reserve or throw off restraint, there is a tenden 
cy to painful economy of speech. One might 
.suppose at, such a time, (hat it were a virtue (o 
be mute. This one, or that may have some- 
thing to.suy, bui, fear or timidity with one, shy 
ness or mere habit with another f.istcits (hi 
tongue efl'f el ually. Why wait for youi- neigh 
hot- In speak '.' How awkward is silenee where 
speech alone h fitting. The very silence seem; 
to be abhiimecl of itself, and would cry out, if i 
could, for in.it ant relief. Speak jour thought 
'• The eloquence of one," says Kuicr&on, "-stim 
ulates all the nest." Presently somebody elsi 
utters yoiu- own thought , and hpokcn by othc 
lips, how wondrous wise it sounds!

M., and a, member of Hatboro' Library Asso- 
ciattoiL. one of the cailiest Vittrury institutions 
in tbi- jv.uiitrj',) ]iroducc(l his firat model of a 
li-iac to bo propollod by a steam-engine. — (an op- 
plia;ice, too, of which lie imagined liis concep- 
tions original, declaring, with disapjioiiited 
cniotioii, tbat he knew not of the existence of 
» «t<Mm-e.ngiiic,) — the. wt.rklng parts of which 
were (instructed of brass, the motion obtnincd 
by ivukllo-w hoelsj! while hi Hi-O liU pmduccil 
a (JifTei snt contrivanco with side padul.-s, beitip a 
one-iiuircyiiiufcrsicam skill'; and in 17S7 his 
12-inch cylinder \wt.~ In 1803 Franklin con- 
strttcted a.steaiu Vpumping-boat;" and in the 
same ye*r R<*ert- Fulton diipliiyod his com- 
bined imitation of Fitcli, Cartwrlglifaiul .Sym-

uality. On a'given day' the dairy maids col- 
jcted the milk of. seven hundred and thirty- 
even cows " one meals milking," as it is called 
n those part's IVom each cow. Alj the cows in 
he parish contributed^ the aggreatiitc quantity 
wing upwards of twenty hogsheads. 
About 


ifty\vivOs and daughters of the dairy farmerh 
jladly took part in the work. Everything had 
ircviously bfeii got ready—pails, tubs, vat, 
mould, press,'clotlis.'&e.., at tlie house of one 
of the fanners; and although met without 
inny diflkulties, the cheese was made. 
Un- 


ike most other specimens of this art, it, was oc- 
agonal in bbaixi; the 
cliiiiiiRler Was about, 


thirty-six inches, (he, circumference a litllo 
iiore tluiu nine feet, tho depth twenty-two 
nehes, the weight eleven hundred weight. 
Twenty hogsheads may seem an enormous 
luaiitity (o form this size and weight, but we 
must remember that, the hogsheads represented 
ho whole of the milk whey and alt; whereas 
the cheese was made of !,hc curd ami cream only. 


The ulterior of the mahogany mould was so 


far caned a.s to give ornamental devices to the 
Jicie.se. The upper surface displayed the royal 
arms surrounded with a wreath of oak leaves, 
ind graced with the rose, Ihistle and sbamro-k. 
The cheese of course required a long time to 
solidify propcilv; and during this time it was 
exhibit eel to strangers at a shilling a haul. 
\ftei1 many mouths (though, as it appcamd, 
not months enough-.) the cheese was duly c-cm- 
veycii to London bv a deputation of four West, 
Pennant men. The Qneen and Prince Albert, 
received them very graciously; but as the, cheese 
was evidently too new to cut, HerJI.ijesty pro- 
posed that. Lho villagers should take it hack 
again and keep it till'it ripened, a!, which happy 
time site would present :i hundred guineas lo 
the pool1 of the parish. Hut jealousy sprang up 
at West Peimard ; the farmers felt eertai't (hat, 
knighthood, or some other great honor would 
he conferred on those who finally presented the 
cheese. The cheese was actually bescii>ed, and 
was defended with an iron cage and strong 
window hars 
The be.lligeranis on one side 


made a plaster ease of the cheese and sent it up 
to London for cxhihition ; the •hulligcrants on 
the other hand obtained H^r Majestv's permis- 
sion to exhibit the real t-.heese itself aFtboEuvp- 
titin Hall, and the Court of Chancery had to 
settle the, matter.

ited in various pails of Sonnrspf, but under 
such circumstances tha1, both the cheese party 
and the plastcr-of-iiaris party lost a great, de.d of 
money by it.

proving the establishment of homes and schools 
for soldiers' and sailors' orphans; advocating a 
reduction of the hours of labors, and approving 
the present systcm'of education. F. A. Henry 
was nominated for Stale Senator,.and Messrs. 
Morgan, Welsh and Darner for Assemblymen. 
Barlow, the Republican nominee for County 
Treasurer, was approved t'jr that position. 


The fanners of Independence, Ind., held a 


mass meeting recently, at which about (i,000 
pei'sons"wer<! present. 
The sentiment of the 


gathering is welt indicator! by the following ut- 
terance of one of the speakers: " We intend 
that political tricksters shall not make up the 
slato entire for us. We will say to tho Demo- 
crats, if they are in power in our comity or 
State, Give us good representative men; who 
will look welt lo our interests, or we will not 
vole for them.

In tlie Texas Democratic Convention on Fri- 


day, Ilichard Coke, of Waco, was nominated for 
Governor; R. B. Hubhtii-d for Lieutenant, Gov- 
ernor, and Stephen II. Darduii for Comptroller. 
Resolutions were, adopted declaring for an efli- 
cient system of common school education for ail 
the children in the State, and for the calling of 
a Convention liy the next Legislature; opposing 
legal intcrfcrance with the merely social habits 
uf uny class of native or foreign-horn citizens; 
favoring land grants, but not money subsidies 
to railroads in the Slate; sympathizing with the 
sufferings of the frontiersmen; and denouncing 
the imputation that Texas contemplates a repu- 
diation of any of her just and legal liabilities.

Returns from llic wards in San Francisco are 
not yet complete, and there is some doubt of 
the election of Bart let!, anti-railroad candidate 
for State Senator. James OUs, People's candi- 
date for Mayor, is believed to 1* elected. Crow- 
ley, the people's candidate for Chief of Police, 
has been defeated by about 2500 voles, 


Xow that Mosby, the Confederate guerrilla, 


has come out for the Democratic candidate for 
Governor, in Virginia, it is discovered that, for 
a year past, under pretense of being a supporter 
of the Administration, he has been doing an 
otticu-brokerage business at Washington, mak- 
ing large sums by his influence with Grant. He 
has indeed, it is said, procured for his friends 
some fifteen or twenty good places, making 
handsome fees, and high circles ailcct to be much 
•scandalized and horrified. 


The Republicans of Wilmington, Del., are in 


a very jubilant stale. At .the city election on 
Thursday they re-electtfrt their President of the 
Council by an increased majority of 447 over 
the vole of last year, and secured nine out of 
the 11 members of the Council. 


Charles S. Ramsburg, deputy tax collector

SCHOOLS OF FAJ.I.S S. I>ISTKt?T. 


The schixils of this tlislrict oiienod on tlie 


first of this month under very favorable aus- 
pices. 
Two new schools hare been opened in 


the district — eleven being now in operation — 
one of them (Oxford, Valley) being made from 
Fall and Jliddletown jointly. At Fallsington 
the directors have opened three schools, ii pri- 
mary, secondary, und a grammar sclicol — the 
latter to be of a more advanced grade than we 
have heretofore hai), and to be OJKMI to pupils 
from any part, of the district who arc Bufliclcnt- 
ly advanced and desire to attend. The second 
slory of the Pcmi's Valley school-house hns 
been put in order and neatly furnished, and a 
primary school stalled therein; so that the 
district has now seven schools in fjpural ion on 
ttie graded system, and only four not graded. 
With one exception the houses are good, though 
the furniture in several wants renewing. 
The 


salaries of tcai-hors vary from IJ5 to 45 dollars 
per month, and the directors have succeeded in 
procuring pretty good teachers at these rates, 
though they are decidedly too low; and yet 
some districts, strange .to coinprcltcnd. arc able 
to get teachers for ¥30 per month ; however, 1 
do not believe good.- competent teachers can be 
procured for sucli paltry compensation. 


A district superintendent is employed at a 


salary of 75 dollars, who visits the schools re- 
gularly once a month ; and ii district institute 
has been kept up for ten or twelve years, though 
the Board of directors has grown so parsimo- 
nious for a few years past, as to refuse to allow 
the teachers the time, requiring them to make 
22 rliiys for a month's salary, though formerly, 
two days each month wes* allowed for institute. 


Females receive tlw same salary as males. 


the Board believing tliut persons who (-cifonn 
equal services should be, entitled to equal re- 
muneration, regardless of sox. Most qf.the old 
old teachers are continued, though two of them, 
(Jennie Hampton, at the Creek, and A. L. 
Spencer, at Oxford Valley,) declined re-appoint- 
ment. Miss Hampton has since taken charge 
of Pineviilc 'School, and Mr. Spencer intends 
spending a year or two fit tlie Normal School at, 
West Cluster, to impnnc his scholarstic attain- 
ments and- increase his efficiency as a teacher. 
His place at Oxford Valley will be ably filled by 
S. H. Calfe, of Lower Makefield, who hits been 
out of business for a short time, but who l.«i 
every way qualified nnd has the reputation of 
being one of our foremost teachers. 


I think if some person in etidi district would 


publish occasionally in the papers of the county 
short sketches of the condition of the schools 
in their respective districts, with any matters of 
interest connected therewith, it would be in- 
structive and interesting to many, and in some 
degiee l>em:rit the cause of education in the 
community.

GAKETTE:—One can no longer 


speak of old Bristol as a finished town ready to 
be " fenced in and white washed.'' That it is 
alive every one must sec ; but that it has now 
attained any where neai the -losilioniin size and 
importance that it w ill occupy ten \ears hence, 
I cannot for a munu-nt believe. What it has 
been, and what it is now, we all know. But 
who can foretell its future, even in the next de- 
(•ade, in any point of uew? Judging from the 
past fuw years I should not liku to prophesy 
concerning it. 
And must Bristol pattern after 


other towns, or wait tor them to innugur.itt! 
any good thing, so as to know what to do? I 
do nut see. the necessity for it, nor do I lK'lic\o 
tlmt the men who ha\c done the most for the 
phve will allow such a course to be pursued. 


That there are men who have brains, energy, 


and ambition enough to make the town what 
it ought long since to have been, is evident 
from the fuel that we now have a weekly paper 
which is not only \ery good, but oue of tlw best 
in the country ; nnd also from the groat im- 
provf'im'uts that have been and are being1 iiuule 
particidaily in the upper part of tho borough— 
between the lino of tlie ratlroa'! and the river. 
Give these men, and sill ofliors engaged in the 
good work, tim" oiioii"Ii and they will he de- 
serving ofgni.iter praise than Ls already certain- 
ly due them for their spirit and work of pro- 
gress. 


But I would c'.ill tlie attention of the inhabi- 


tant sot'Bristol to Urn heading of this commu- 
nication. Can we not have n Society here that 
will contribute, to the advancement and good of 
the people, by imparting inforni'ition concern- 
ing the Arts and Soicnces, so that such knowl- 
edge may bo applied by manufacturers, me- 
chanics, merchants, «fcc., and also in the house- 
hold ? We have here manufacturer!!, mechan- 


ics, artists, lawyers, physicians and mechanics, 
who, individually and professionally, would be 
an honor to any community. The information 
relating to the different Arts and Sciences. 
which some of these men arc able to impart 
wonld add greatly to the interest, knowledge, 
progress and profit of all concerned. 


Take up any of the scientific,journals of tlie 


flay, and there read what marvelous discover- 
ies, what wonderful inventions are daily being 
brought to the notice of the public,4 every little 
while completely revolutionizing some old meth- 
od of working or carrying on business, almost 
'•turning the woi Id upside down.'' But scien- 
tific woiks are not in I ho hands of every oue. 
Mnny who are laboring day after day, doing 
just what their employers toll them to do, arc, 
perhaps, as capable as their masters of acliciv- 
ing something in the way of progress, had they 
the same oppoitunilics, and could they but 
gain an insight into some of (hose principles 
which they unconsciously apply daily in their 
work. It is not oue class, one set, nor one 
color alone, that ought to be benclitted by such 
knowledge, hut all should be sharers in nature's 
bounties, around them everywhere, hut un- 
seen and unknown by so many on account of 
circumstances beyond their control. If the la- 
borer could know more o£ the scientific princi- 
ples of his work, so as to make ue-,V applica- 
tions oft hem, he would feel more interest in 
and look forward to achieving yot grander re- 
sults as the end of his labor; could he know 
something more of the nature and formation 
of (ho world he lives in, of thr great, principles 
and laws by which it is governed, he would re- 
alize fur more of (he beauty aiul use of God's 
works around him, better reali/.o his own place 
as man, labor with more pleasure, and bo a 
more useful member of society generally,' That 
the great mass of laboring men know little or 
nothing of Chemistry, Geology, Astronomy, or 
of tin1 Aits and Sciences, generally, is no rea- 
son why they should not or could not meet to- 
gether to receive such information from those 
who do know. And whatever knowledge of 
this kind may bo gained by the honest, indus- 
trious laboring man, will only tend to make 
him a better and happier man—a better arid 
moie useful citizen. 


Let tut'ro be formed such nn Association, of 


men and women, of all branches of trade and 
labor; let essays be read, followed by discus- 
sion, reading from works on Art and Science, 
announcement and explanation of. new discov- 
eries, inventions, &c.'; let all jtoliticjil and re- 
ligious questions, except in so fur as they are 
inseparably related to Art and Sdenca, be pro- 
hibited ; let such n Society lie organized, to 
meet onco a month or so, and I am confident 
that it will pi we of the greatest interest and 
profit to all its members, and to the public 
generally. This can be done at first with little 
or no expense. Meetings might be hold at tho 
residences of the mcml-crs until there wus the 
ability to rept-tt room, lu time a room could 
be had where the people of Bristol could exhibit 
works of Art, (their own work), wluro now 
inventions could be seen and examined by the. 
public; and books on such subjects kept for 
general reference, a'jid study. And, what would 
be appreciated by,'the public, tlie Society could 
arrange tor n conroc of lectures on scientific 
subjects. What is to hinder the immediate for- 
mation of such a Society, and the enjoyment of 
such it course t|f lectures tho coming winter ? ,

getic congregation of this ancient church for 
their Harvest Home. " Their band is few, but. 
true and tried," and as tho'slornn and Iriah of 
their long existence 'have been bravely with- 
stood, tlw discouragement incident to thrcutmi- 
iag weather could not deter its intrepid mem- 
bers from attending this pleasant gathering. 
But after the long familiarity with rainy excur- 
sions, picnics and jubilees generally, which 
Bucks County yeomen are favored with, we 
should accept it, as the Iwst thing for us and en- 
joy it as our own peculiar blessing. 


There was no great dixappolntmflnt (hat the 


lowering clouds did not empty (heir contents, 
but there was intense regict that so many of 
the fidnt-honilud friends at a distance staid at 
home. 


The church Is situated about n mile and a 


half west of lluhiujviliti ami in the yard sur- 
rounding it the assemblage gathered. A boun- 
tiful dinner was prepared and was fully appre- 
ciated )jy the many who gathered around the 
festal board. _Th!s important feature of the oc- 
casion omipied from two o'clock until after 
three, when (he exercises iu the churoliwere 
announced. 


After singing, lion. J. lloss Snowdcn opened 


the exercises with an Interest ing addivss In part 
relating to the history of the chinch. 
Wequote 


as nearly us jMisslble from Mr, Snowden— 


The ground on which we stand is holy ground, 


and is siicred as a memorial of our Beloved 
Xlon, as established by our fathers, many i,f 
whom sleep in the cemetery near by. 
In a 


country like ours, of comparatively modern 
birth, this may truly be, said to be an ancient 
church. 1 hold in my hand a declaration of 
trust, made by the first board of trustees, under 
the deed for the ground granted by Thomas 
Stevenson, Aug. 24, 1711, KS2 rears a^o, It is 
a document like tho church to which it belongs, 
venerable and substantial, written upon parch- 
ment, to indicate the permanence of Its duration. 
Th« successes of the excellent, men whoso 
names arc here written, are with us to-d.ty, and 
some arc ollicc bearers in this church. Mr. 
David Vnnxandt, now the President of the 
Board of Trustees, is tho great-grandson ol' 
Herman Yaiixundt, an original trustci!. and also' 
th<! Vauilegiifls among us arc direct descend- 
ants from .loliamius Yandogrifl, another (run- 
tee mentioned inthe original declaration. The 
succession i'.om Hit until now has been well 
maintained. The light then kindled still shines, 
ami this witness to tho truth of Chris'litnity 
still .itand.s. 


The venerable fathers established a pure 


Christianity founded upon (ho Word of God. 
and gave early testimony to the severance of 
Church and State. All they asked, and all we 
now ask, is liberty of conscience and protection 
in the worship which wo believe to bo sanctioned 
by the Sacred Scriptures. We ask no entan- 
gling alliance with tho Stale, believing and sus- 
taining (lie declaratlan of the Grenl. Founder, 
"My kingdom is not, of (his world.'' 


Mr. Snowden read from Dr. Alexander's in- 


teresting book, '• The, Log College," a sketch of 
this chinch with a list, of its pastors from ils 
erection in about 171- down (o (he present 
time. Scarcely loss remarkable than tho an- 
tiquity of the church, is the period during w hlch 
Hie Hi'v. .Tamos Bovd remained Us pnslor, ex- 
tending from tho year 1815 to Ib'OO, or fort.\- 
fise years, lie also conducted services in Xow- 
town jointly with this church, through most of 
this toim. 


After singing, the Itov. A!tVc,l Xovins. of 


Philadelphia, made some general remarks whh1'- 
were very acceptable to all, am! wore very en- 
couraging to the congregation and their pastor. 


llev. 'No.ih Trice, of I'hil.idclphi.i, followed 


Mr. Xovins with a fow words- of congratulation 
on tho past and prais,1 for the present and cheer 
for the f'lturo. 


The church \sas fast erected about 171 ^hav- 


ing tor its first pusror the Hev. Mr. Tonneiits. 
who foi-sook Episcopacy in Kiiglanil,and cuming 
to this country, found this flock awaiting him. 
Tho original building wus torn down about fifty 
yoars ago, when the present structure was 
erected, (he foundation walls of the old church 
being plainly traced a few yards distant. 


Itev. Dr. Ijiiidelr, of llulmevillo, conducts 


services every Sabbath morning,arid at the now 
church below Schcnk's station in the afternoon. 
In the evening ho alternates belweou llulaie- 
ville in Meredith's Hall, and Newport vitle in the 
schoolhouso. 


We think that each congregation under his 


charge would be pleased if the forty-five years 
of Mr. Boyd could bo vouchsafed to Dr. Biir- 
dutt, who adds another equally creditable feat- 
ure to the modern history of Bcnsalcm church 
in the four-fold extent of his ministry.

Kiilplwrct ol iron is a very abundant and 


universidly dUiributcd ore. It however ia sel- 
dom if t'vcr employed for tin; making of iron, 
but is c-iietly used for the extraction ol'thejiul- 
phate of iron, or cuppcma, by decomposition. 
For this purp»4|jjth<: ore being raised from the 
earth, is exposi-dto tlie air and moistened. By 
a natural proc'.-ss the sulphur absorbs oxj-gen 
from the atmosphere, and Is corn-cited into .sul- 
phuric acid. The acid then unites with the 
lion, aiKt forms a sulplialc, which appears in 
tlic form of a gicuiiUli «lute crust on the «!<•- 
eoni]KJsing pyritcj. The copiK'ius is then ob- 
tained by washing, or lixivia!ion, aud subse- 
quent crystiilli/ation. 


In tlic Unilcd Slates, manufactories of tho 


sulphate of iroji have LHJI-U established iu Ten- 
nessee,—ill il.-iryland, about twenty miles lioin 
lialtimorc,—in Ohio, near /anesvillc and oo 
the Miiskingu in river aud at Sleiibenville,—in 
Vermont, at Stnill'ord and Shi-ev-bbui). At 
Slrnflbid about one thousand persons are cm- 
ployed iu the .several dupaitments of this man- 
ufactory, and during one year seven htindicd 
tons of eoppcias wen1 produced. 


The mines of Htniflbrd are situated about 12 


miles fiom the X village of Timbridge. As 
we piocced cnstwardly fiom this village up (he 
hill, the face of th" soil appeals very rough

CONSEBVATJSJt IN DKESS. 


For years there has not been so decided a 


ondency to uniformity 'and conservatism in 
ic forms and colors of ladies' garments as tills 
car's fashions promise. Dolly Varden and 
acquard effects, fantastic and ghostly colors, 
nd redundancy vf trimmings arc all discarded, 
trect costumes are to be severely plain, while 
inner, reception, and evening dresses, when 
rimmed at all, liave the flounces, folds, bands, 
r other ornamentation an anged so as to pro- 
ucc a quiet and subdued eflect,. alwa:s pleos- 
ng to an ey.*. liaving good taste. The importa- 
ions from Fails for tbis season show no start- 
ng novelties iu fabrics or colors. Tlicre seems 
a be a return to first principles among miiuu- 
dcturers. The camel's hair cloths, or vigog- 
ics, tlie cashmeres, and a \*ariety of all wool 
oods, are brought out in dark shades, almost 
lack, dark gray, and black. These fabrics, 
when not perfectly plain, are seen in a variety 


f diagonal designs, on which the manufaetu- 
•er seems to have exhausted his ingenuity. 
There aie Simple, twills, or twills within a twill, 
or diagonal checks, or horizontal or pcrpendicu- 
ar lines crossing diagonals, giving a variety of 
ingular cllccts on plain self-colored fabrics. 
Some of these vigognes arc woven, to produce 
what is called the debage cllect in dark grays 
and drabs; others to produce polka dot effects 
'titan's. 


TIIE UEraXOOTE 11AGE. 


These fabrics just mentioned are brought out 


exclusively for redingotcs or polonaises, which 
ndicates that tuose "convenient garment? will 
j« most popular for street wear during the 
coining season. Indeed, there are now thou- 
sands of yaids of diagonal, tufted, and debage 
vigognes in the hands of manufacturers of 
ready-rmule snits lor the popular tiade. With 
the rcd'mgole, a skirt of silk, alpaca, poplin, me- 
rino, or cashmere is to be worn, of the same 
color as the upper garment. If any other color 
for the skirt is substituted it must bo blaek. 
Xo trimmings, save rolling or broad sailor col- 
lar, deep culls, and laige pockets and buttons, 
of either silk or velvet, to match the color of the 
fabric of the garment, (or black), is seen on 
these icdingotes. Sometimes nfraise of .silk or 
velvet, lined with white or colored silk, appears 
in the neck; and sometimes tlic front are 
banded across, a la mititoire. They are either 
double or single breasted ; but the loose fronts 
of last spring arc abandoned. 


FOI1 SKUITS. 


Tho skirts to be worn with them are tiim- 


nied with scant flounces, flat, bias bands, folds, 
and oeeji-siorially narrow rulllos ; but the effect 
produced inputting on these tinnmings must 
be quiet and subdued. A few pattern silk 
dresses, for reception, dinner, or canaige "wear, 
have been opened. They, also, are made in a 
style of simple elegance, in inai ked contrast to 
the elaborately trimmed robes of the past two 
years. The skirts are demi-'ramcd. One deep 
but scant llonnce at tlie bottom, headed with 
folds over Mhieh fall tufted fringes, extending 
almost to the waist, forms the trimming of the 
front breadths. , Three flounces, each a qnnrter 
of a \ urd wide, are placed on the back, w bile 
the side breadths are ornamented hv t\vo flat 
rervrs on each side, separating the front trim- 
mings from those on the back'breadths. Deep 
basques, with Louis XIV. vests, and tnrucd- 
back collars, with/imse* around the nei'k and 
sleeves with large cull's and buttons, am to be 
worn with these skirts.

In 172" there lived in Pesth, the capital of 


Hungary. K:uol Kovvatcs, a shoemaker whose 
ingenuit;. in cultim; and carving on wood, t 
brought Ilini in contact with Count Ar.diassy, 
ancestor of the jnvs'-nt, Prime Minister of Aus- 
tiia, with whom he became a iuvuito. The, 
Count on his return fmm a mission to Tuttvt'y, 
brought with him a large piece of vv hiUbh clay, 
which had been profited to him :is a curiosity, 
on account of its extraordinarily light specific 
gravity. It struck the shoemaker that, being 
jioious. it, must uaturally be well adapted for 
pipes, o.s it would absoib the nicotine. The. 
e^iwrimcnt M'as tried, and Kaiol cut a pipe for 
thc Ccunt, and one for Jiimself. But in pursuit 
of his trade he could not keep his hands clean, 
nnd many a pieco of shoemaker's wax became 
attached to tlio pipe. The clay, however, in- 
stead of assuming a dirty appearance, as was 
uaturall.\.tobe expected, when K.uol wiped it 
off, received, wherever the wax had touched it, 
a clear biovvn polish, instead of the dull white 
it previously had.. Attributing this change in 
thu tint to the pioner soiucc, '.- waxed the 
whole sin-face, and, polishing the pipe again, 
smokjil it, and noticed how admirably and beau- 
tifully it colored; also, how much more sweetly 
the pipe smoked after being waxed. Kami had 
stn.'clc tho smoking philosopher's stone; and 
other noblemen, hearing of the wonderful prop- 
erties of this singular species of clay, imported 
it in considci.ible quantities for the manufac- 
ture of pipes. 
The natural scarcity of this 


much esteemed article, and the great cost of im- 
portations' in those days of limited facilities for 
trauspoitalion, rendered its use exclusively con- 
lined to the richest European noblemen, until 
1830, when it became a more gcneial article of 
trade. , Tlic first mceischaum pipe made by Ka- 
rol Ko'wates has been preserved in the museum 
of Pesth.
